. had 85 1 in 1732˙3 of being Lord Mayor 
of London. He was, at the time of writing this 
letter, a candidate to repreſent the city in parlia- 
lament; and was elected on the ſhew of hands at 
Guildhall ; but a poll being demanded by his au- 
tagoniſts Alderman Perry and Mr. Willimot, he ul- 
timately loſt his election. 

This illuſtrious lady, natural daughter of King 
James II, by Katharine Counteſs of Dorcheſter 
daughter of Sir Charles Sedley, was dignified by 
her father with the title of Lady Katharine Darn- 
ley, the rank of a Duke's daughter, and the right 
of bearing his own arms. At an early age, Oct. 
28, 1699, ſhe was married to James Earl of Au- 
gleſea; by whom ſhe had one daughter; and from 

whom, on account of his cruelty, ſhe was ſepara- 
ted by a& of parliament April 29, 1701. The 
Earl died in the January following; and his Lady, 
March 1, 1705, became the third wife of John 
Shefhield,” Duke of b e and Marquis 
8 RO 
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of Normanby ; and was a ſecond time lf 2 Widow 
Feb. 24, 1720. By the Duke ſhe had three ſons 
and two daughters, of whom four died infants, 
and Edmund (who ſucceeded his father in the title 
of uke of Buckinghamſhire) dying at Rome in his 
uxgqth year Oct. 31, 1725, the race of Sheffield be- 
came extinct. He was buried in King Henry VIlth's 
Chapel in Wettminſter Abbey, with great funeral 
pomp, Jan. 31, 1736. The Dutcheſs died March 
17, 1743; and on the 8th'of April her corpſe was 
carried from her houſe in St. James's Park, to be 
interred near the remains of the Dukes her huſband 
and ſon, in a very magnificent manner; her effigy 
in wax (which ſhe had by her from the time of 
her ſon's funeral; dreſſed up in her coronation robes, 
was placed under a canopy of ſtate, with two ladies 
of her bedchamber at her head and feet, drawn by 
6 horſes covered with black velvet. There were 
12 mourning coaches with 6 horſes each, beſides - 
ſeveral co:ches with 6 belonging to the prime 
nobility of the kingdom. The pall was ſupported 
by the Dukes of Cleveland, Norfolk, Portland, and 
Richmond. The. lady Phipps, daughter to the 
Lord Harvey and grand - daughter to her Grace, was 
chief mourner. I ge great "friendſhip. which the 
Dutcheſs always ſhewed to our Biſhop and his family 
will be 2 ſufficient reaſon for tranſcribing, from the 
eighth volume of Pope's Works, The Character 
«of Katharine late Dutcheſs of Buckingham and 
„ Normanby,“ ſaid to have been written by Mr. 
Pope ſome years before her Grace's death : 

„ She was the daughter of James the Second and of the 
Counteſs of Dorcheſter, who inherited the Tntegrity and 
Virtue of her Father with happier fortune. She was mar- 
ried firſt to James Earl of Angleſey ; and ſecondly, | to John 
Sheffield Duke of Buckinghamſhire and Normanby ; with 


the former ſhe exerciſed the virtues of Patience and Suffer.

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ing, as def as there was any hopes of doing good by either; 
with the latter all other Conjugal virtues. The man of 
fineſt ſenſe and ſharpeſt diſcernment, ſhe had the happineſs 
to pleaſe; and in that, found her only pleaſure, When 
he died, it ſeemed as if his ſpirit was only breathed into her, 
to fulfil what he had begun, to perform what he had'con- 
certed, and to preſerve and watch over What he had left, 
his only ſon ; in the care of whoſe Health, the forming of 
_- whoſe Mind, and the improvement of whoſe Fortune, ſhe 
acted with the conduct and ſenſe of the Father, ſoftened, but 
not overcome, with the tenderneſs of the Mother. Her 
Underſtanding was ſuch as muſt have made a figure, had it 
been in a man; but the modeſty of her ſex threw a veil over 
its luſtre, which nevertheleſs ſuppreſſed only the expreſſion, | 
not the exertion of it ; for her Senſe was not ſuperior to her 
Reſolution, which, when once ſhe was in-the right, pre- 
ſerved her from making it only a tranſition to the wrong, 
the frequent weakneſs even of the beſt women. She often 
followed wiſe council, but fometimes went before it, always 
with ſucceſs: She was poſſeſſed of a ſpirit, which aſſiſted 
her to get the better of thoſe accidents which admitted of 
any redreſs, and enabled her to ſupport ontwardly, with 
decency and dignity, thoſe which admitted of none; yet 
melted inwardly, through almoſt her whole life, at a ſuc- 
ceſſion of melancholy and affecting objects; the loſs of all 
her Children, the mis fortunes of Relations and Friends, 
public and private, and the death of thoſe who were deareſt 
to her. Her Heart was as compaſſionate as it was great: 
"Her Affections warm even to ſolicitude: her Friendſhip not 
violent or jealous, but rational and perſevering: her Gra- 
titude equal and conſtant to the Living; to the Dead bouud- 
leſs and heroical. What perſon ſoever ſne found worthy of 
her eſteem, ſhe would not give up for any power on earth; 
and the greateſt on earth whom ſhe could not eſteem, ob- 
tained from her no farther tribute than Decency, Her 
Good-will was wholly directed by merit, not by accident; 
not meaſured by the regard they profeſſed for her own deſert, 
bat by her idea of theirs: and as there was no merit ſhe 
was not able to imitate, there was none which ſhe could 
envy : therefore her Converſation was as free from detrac- 
tion, as her Opinions from prejudice or PRE. As

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her thoughts were her own, ſo were her words; apd me 
Was as fincere i in uttering. her judgement, as impartial in 
forming it. She was a ſafe Companion ; many, were ſerved, 

none ever ſuffered by her acquaintance: inoffenſive, ee 
unprovoked ; when proyoked, not ſtupid : but the moment 
her enemy ceaigd to be hurtful, ſhe could ceaſe to act as 
an LOG Ye: She was, therefore, not a bitter but conſiſtent 
enemy {though indeed, when forced to be ſo, the more a 


| Shed one for having been long a making). And her pro- 


ceeding with ill people was more in a calm and ſteady courſe, 
like Juſtice, than in quick and paſſionate onſets, like Re- 
venge. As for thoſe of whom ſhe only thought ill, ſhe con- 
fider:d them not ſo much as once to wiſh them ill; of ſuch, 

her Contempt was great enough to put a ſtop to all ather 
paſſions that could hurt them. Her Love and Averſion, her 
Gratitude and Reſentment, her Eſteem and Neglect, were 
equaliy open and ſtrong, and alterable only from the altera- 
tion of the perſons who created them. Her Mind was too 
noble to be infincere, and her Heart too honeſt to ſtand in 
need of it; ſo that ſhe never found cauſe to repent her con- 
duct either to a friend or an enemy. There remains only to 
ſpeak of her Perſon, which was moſt amiably majeſtic: the 
niceſt eye could find no fault in the outward lincaments of 
her Face or proportion of her Body ; it was ſuch, as pleaſed 


| Wherever ſhe had a defire it ſhould; yet ſhe never envied 
that of any other, which might better pleaſe in general, 


In the fame manner, as being content that her merits were 
eſteemed where ſhe de fired they ſhould, ſhe never depre- 
ciated thoſe of any other that were eſteemed] or preferred 
elſewhere.
